Several years ago, Part 
IV, entitled “The Cucurbits,” of Volume I 
of “Vegetables of New York” was published, 
and in it were described 124 different vari- 
eties of cantaloupes and also listed, but not 
described, were 163 additional varieties. 
This total of 287 varieties of cantaloupes 
is not complete, for some new varieties have 
been introduced since that book was pub- 
lished. Many of the varieties listed in that 
book were obscure and never widely used. 
Many, too, were obsolete varieties no longer 
grown. Of the ones in use today, quite a 
large number of them are planted only in 
particular localities and are not in general 
use. This Manual presents most of the 
cantaloupe varieties now widely planted 
throughout the nation. Some of these are 
shipping varieties and others are adapted 
for home and market garden purposes. 
Among the varieties listed here the grower 
will certainly find one or more suited to 
his needs. 

The choice of variety of cantaloupes to 
plant is the first step in growing melons. 
This Manual should be of great help in 
making this selection, for the descriptions 
given are complete and accurate. The se- 
lection of the best seed is fundamental for 
a bountiful crop.
